Canadian Red Croea Society King 
Township Branch News 

£By remarks heard from time to 
time it would appear that many 
people in our community do not 
understand the method hy which 
socks, gloves and other comforts 
aro distributed to our armed 
forces by the society. The follow- 
ing is part of an article published 
in a recent edition of the Red 
Cross huJIetin: 

'The Society, through llg long 
experience in war relief work, has 
found a fair system of distribu- 
tion, a system that places the 
comforts where th^y are needed, 
and In sufficient quanlRles to fill 
the wants of the men. 

"When a unit of the forces 
reaches Britain, for example, the 
overseas office of the Canadian 
Red Cross is - advised, and the 
commissioner Immediately con- 
tacts the medical officer and the 
quartermaster of the regiment, 
and gives them a re<iuisltlon book 
from the society. They -are told 
that when they re<iulre comforts 
for the men, or medical supplies 
for (he hospital, they have only to 
fin in the requisition form, send it

not get off to a favorable start — 
delays were experienced in the de- 
livery of uiany messages posted al 
tha! time. l<0( withstanding the 
delays, it should be recalled, dupli- 
cates of Uie mesb;ages were prittt- 
cd and delivered overseas.
